asked him, and his evasions or refusals. 


It's tough on the official—but easy 


on the press, and easy for the public 
lo put together so something can be 
understood. 


But war—that's different. 
You don't interview military com- 


manders at all. 


They givevyou a "hand-out"—a com- 


munique. 


Instead of you asking them, they arc 


telling you. 


And if you were so brash as lo per- 


rist in demanding an interview, or so 
incautious as to make comment on a 
communique you suspected was a 
pure lie, cither you would be in jail 
or in exile. 


The war is covered, therefore, by 


American correspondents serving close 
to the militayr heads of the fighling 
countries, with other correspondents 
making comments from neutral coun- 
tries like Sweden, Switzerland, Hol- 
land. 


And the only truth you can get is a 


comparison of the conflicting reports. 
Not very good—but it's all there is.

Growth and development are often 


mentioned together as having about 
the same meaning. To the scientific 
investigator there is a real distinct- 
ion between the two. Growth implies 
an increase in: size: in weight, height 
and bulk, while development conveys 
the idea of an unfolding process with 
increase in complexity of the organs 
or parts of "the body. In the life 
of the child, the two may occur to- 
gether, but there are periods when 
rapid development is taking place 
while growth is retarded. On the 
other hand, growth may proceed with: 
very little if any development. 


There ,arie''"certain essentials 
for 


growth whatever Ihe heredity. Over 
these we have attained considerable 
control.- It, Becomes our responsibility 
to supply these essentials so that ev- 
ery 'child -may measure up as fully 
as possible to- his potentialitie. 


The first essential is nutrition. Nor- 


mal growth cannot take place with- 
out a supply of nutritious food. The. 
food roust be adequate in quantity and 
in quality and must contain necessary 
minerals and essential vitamins. Food 
has to supply energy to the body, 
provide for growth and repair, and 
keep up the normal functions of the 
body. The aeficiency diseases such 
as .rickets and scurvy may seriously 
upset normal growth. . 
'•Even" with an adequate food sup- 
ply; growth is largely regulated by 
the internal secretions of the ductless 
glands'such as the pituary, the thyroid 
parathyroids, pancreas and s^x glands. 
Any disturbance in the function of 
these organs is liable to disturb the 
normal growth processes. It requires 
careful'study to determine in many 
cases what glands' are at fault Some 
of them: can be successfully treated 
bymbdern medicine. 


The child .grows mentally and phy- 


sically by-v play and recreation. The 
normal child is active, alert and play- 
ful. Alternating with periods of activ- 
^.^i.^f-i;!*"^;-'. must have sufficient 
relaxation and sleep. During play and 
rest periods, growth demands plenty 
•of .fresh air and sunshine. 


Any of the acute communicable dis- 


eases , are liable (Q ' interfere with 
•growth. The chronic diseases such as 
tuberculosis, syphilis, diabetes, etc.. 
may :alsb seriously ^affebt 
normal 


growth. Gross defects and disabilities 
which interfere with nutrition and 
proper functioning of the'organs may 
. inhibit growth. 


The environment under which the 


child is compelled to live may have 
a direct and indirect effect upon 
both physical and mental growth and 
development. Poor housing, unsanit- 
ary conditions, atmospheric pollut- 
ion with smoke and noxious gases

Chairmen Are Ap- 


pointed in 49 Com- 
munities of County 


Household management plays an im- 


portant part in our Better Homes 
campaign. 


Newspapers and magazines through 


out the South are full of articles

campaign now under way in the 12 
Southern stales, and likely to be 
spread over the entire United States 
within n Short time, says Miss Con- 
nit 
J. 
BqiVslagel, state 
homo de- 


monstration agent, LHiivcrsity of Ark- 
ansas College of Agriculture. 


Tliis campaign, Miss Bonslagel ex- 


plains, is organized for three pur- 
poses: First, to encourage the home 
consumption of cotton, second, to im- 
prove standards qf living, and parti- 
i\ularly sleeping equipment in the 
home; and third, to train farm famil- 
ies to make their own 
mattresses 


and other sleeping equipment. 


Mattress making in the home, how- 


ever, the state home demonstration 
agent says, is no new undertaking 
among home demonstration club wo- 
men in 'Arkansas; in 1927, one county 
reported 200; in 1932, sixteen count- 
ies reported 375. 


Each year the number of counties 


participating in this program 
and 


the number of mattresses have in- 
creased until in 1939, with no parti- 
cular stress on the project, a total 
of 7,363 matrtesses were made in 71 
counties. 


Jn 'addition, negro families in 13 


counties made 869 mattresses that 
year. A total of 31,639 mattresses have 
been made in the twelve years since 
Ihe project became a part of the 
home demonstration program. 


Practically all of the 2,056 home de- 


monstration clubs in the state have 
mattress leaders, women who know 
;iJl (he'answcjs when it conies to or- 
ganizing and instructing a mattress- 
making group. In fact, the mtjttress 
making "bee" is almost as popular 
as the old-fashioned quilting and sew- 
ing bees, according to Miss Bonslagel.

to Build 300 New 


Rural Houses 


The application lo the'United Suites 


Housing Authority ns submitted by the 
Housing Authority of Lonoke County 
Is ns follows; 


Ench dwelling "unit will be"p "de- 


tached house designed for occupancy 
by one rui-nl family. The site will 
bo In the ownership of the Lonoke 
County Housing Authority, and will 
be acquired either through 
donat- 


ion or purchase. The occupant of the 
house will pay a monthly or annual 
rent to the LHA. Those eligible lire 
only persons earning an amount not 
to exceed five times the rental cost 
of the house. 
, 


The LHA deemed It wise not to 


undertake the selection of specific 
sites until funds had been assured 
for the development of the proposed 
project; therefore, the application does 
not contain Information relating to 
the proposed 300 sites for the dwell- 
ing units. 


The application presents a plan 


whereby the LHA proposed to .enter 
into agreements with land owners of 
Lonoke County to either house the 
land owner, if-he Is eligible, or ten- 
ants of the land owner. Dwellings 
will 'be constructed for both whites 
and negroes. 


Where the dwelling is to be occupied 


by the land owner, agreements will 
provide that the right of occupying 
fhe house goes with the possession 
of the adjoining farm land. 


For dwellings to be occupied by farm 


fenants, agreements with the land 
owner will provide for a mutually 
satisfactory method of land selection 
and tenant ejection. 


When 
funds arc made available 


upon the approval of the application, 
the immediate task will be the select- 
ion of the 300 proposed farms, farm 
families, and dwelling sites. 


First consideration will be given the 


farm in order that only those farms 
which give every indication of con- 
tinuing in agriculture as an economic 
farm unit for 60 years will be se- 
lected. Important consideration will 
bo given to the proposed farm famil- 
ies and the success of the program 
depends on getting a good family on 
good land. 


When the farm and farm family has 


been selected, the dwelling site will 
then be selected. In the selection of 
the farms and 
farm' families, 
co- 


optration lius been pledged to the 
LHA by the Slate Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service, the States 
Experi- 


mental Stations, the Stale Planning 
Board, the Farm Security Aclmini^- 
tration, and various other stale, lo- 
cal and federal groups. 


The seleclion of Ihe individual site 


will be the task of the LHA and its 
architect.

the stmcture will consist of a 


fiame, farm house. The average room 
size will be. three, bedrooms, with a 
combination dining1 room and kitchen, 
a living room which can also be used 
as a guest bedroom or sick rbom 
In case of contagious disease in "the 
family, anrj a storeroom which may 
later be used for a balhroom; n wood 
burning -fireplace 
will 
supply 
the 


heat; and inlerlor finish of yellow 
pine, 


Each structure will have a kitchen 


sink. It Is proposed in the applicat- 
ion that o privy meeting the require- 
ments of the State Board of Heallli 
be built. The''plan also calls for a 
well or hand pump In connection 
With each house. 


Original plans do not call for balh- 


room equipment. It Is Ihe thought of 
the LHA' that bathroom .equipment 
might be histalled if sites were donat- 
ed, or if it developed that Ihe cost 
per dwelling Unit was not as great 
us originally estimated. 


It is not contemplated lhal much 


money will be spenl on site improve- 
ment. Some hardy shrubs and trees 
will be planted and the necessary 
work on drives, elc, will be done. 


The management will be under Ihe 


direction of a Irained agriculturist. 
He will be a farm adviser as well as 
a rent collector, and will aid in help- 
ing the families to earn extra money 
for their rent. A maximum of ten- 
ant maintenance Is 'contemplated with 
the manager . inslrucling Ihe tenpnts 
in methods of maintenance when nec- 
essary.

Oil Rig Set to 


Go to College 


SAN ANGELO, Texas—W)—An oil- 


.stnined oil well rig soon is to have 
n prominent place on the University 
of Texas campus hi Austin. 


It is the derrick from the Santa 


Rita No. 1 well near Texon where oil 
first was discovered in that field. Since 
that duy, May 23, 1928, more thun 
$25,000,000 has flowed into the per- 
manent endowment fund of the uni- 
versity from oil royalties. 


The Big Lake Oil Company has 


presented the rig to the university 
as a symbol of the relationship be- 
tween the oil fields and the uni- 
versity.

Spring is the ideal season for milk 


production, but it is also the season 
when the most milk is rejected by 
both dealers nnd consumers bccnu.se 
it contains abnormal flavors. 


To avoid objectionable flnvors in 


milk, weeds should be eradicated frorn 
the pastures, since most of the ob- 
jectionable flavors are caused by 
weeds. 


Until the weeds nre eradicated'from 


the pasture ,the cows should be re- 
moved from pastures as long ns pos- 
rible before milking. The longer the 
tinje between the removal of the cows 
from the pasture nnd the actual milk- 
ing. Ihc less will be the intensity of the 
undesirable flavors in the milk. 


Bitterwceds and gnrlic impart ob- 


jectionnble flavors until several hours 
after consumption, and, consequently, 
cows should be kept oft of pastures 
unti llhese weeds have been destroyed. 


If pastures nre badly infested with 


weeds, n ^pmporary pasture should bo 
provided nnd used until the weeds 
have been eliminated. 
Some tem- 


porary pasture plants mny flavor the 
milk, but this can be controlled by 
removing the cows 3 to 4 hours before 
milking. Hop clover, sweet clover, 
cowpcas and soybeans may slightly 
flavor the milk when pastured, says 
Paul Carruth, Extension dairyman of 
tho University of Arkansas, College 
of .Agriculture. 


Arkansas farmers, Mr. Cnrrulh said, 


can increase the value of their dairy 
products ?GOO,000 by controlling the 
flavors in their products. And, he 
pointed -v;t, uvcn on the farm there 
is a lai'Kc loss in consumption of dairy 
products because of abnormal flavors.

The first step in making good sor- 


;hum syrup is the selection of the 
variety. 


After the crop is made, the actual 


job of making the juice into syrup 
is important, but all the care in the 
world cannot overcome the effects of 
a poop sorghum variety. 


Late sorghums make the best syrup 


and at the same time outyield the 
early varieties. Persons who want to 
make the best syrup possible will 
plant Honey and Seeded Ribbon va- 
rieties, which mature in about 125 
to 135 days after they are planted. 


Sorghum should not be planted un- 


til after the ground has warmed up 
in the spring, but planting can be 
made so that the sorghum will mature 
and can be made into syrup without 
interfering seriously with cotton pick- 
ing or other tasks. 


Other good varieties for syrup arc 


White African, maturing in about 120 
to 130 days, and 
Red-X, Orange, 


Sugar Drip, and Colman's which ma- 
ture in about 110 to 120 days, accord- 
ing to the University of Arkansas, 
College of Agriculture.
